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..NEW HOUSING & KINDERGARTEN REGS BY HEALTH BOARD 


e New Minimum Housing Stand- 
ards, and new Regulations 
for Kindergartens, passed by 
the Board of Health last 
Thursday night, will become 
effective next Monday. 

The Kindergarten Regulations 
are among the most modern, 
and of the highest stand- 
ard in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, according to 
a letter written by Dr. 
Gerald Rice, M.D., Chief of 
the Division of Maternal and 
Child Health, of the Mass- 
achusetts Department of 
Fublic Health. The letter 
was read, at last Thursday 
night's reevting, before the 
Board signed the new regul- 
ations, It stated that no 
changes in the regulations 
were necessary, and that he 
had found them to be ex- 
cellent. 

The Kindergarten Regula- 
tions, the result of three 
months work by the Board of 
Health, provided for the li 
censing of kindergartens, 
and for standards of area, 
health, registration, etc., 
to be followed by all kind- 
ergartens in Wilmington. 
The area standards were ad- 
opted after a visit by the 
Board of Health to each of 
the kindergartens of Wil- 
mington and is approxi- 
mately the average of the 
present places, in present 
area. In some places, the 
Board reports, the new re- 
gulations will mean that not 
as many children can be 
accomodated but these places 
are in the minority. The 
regulations are particul - 
arly aimed at safety pro- 
visions, for children. 

The Ninimum Housing Stand- 
ards are the result of work 
since last March, and re- 
present a’cross section of 
the standards of Cambridge, 
Mass., modified by Wilming- 
ton’s needs, and further 
modified by regulations from 
Portland, maine; and Balti- 
more, Maryland. Local auth- 
orities were consulted by 
the Board of Health, in the 
preparation of the reguia- 
tions, with Fire Chief Art- 
hur Boudreau and Building 
Inspector Ernest Rice making 
‘invaluable contributions’ 
according to the Board of 
Health.

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THE TOWN MEETING 


It was a very fine Town Meeting. It was well 
attended, and well conducted. And, after the 
debates were finished, and the final yote was 
called for the people responded with a solid 
sense of responsibility. They were able to 
argue over the details (as they should), but, 
in the end, the losers and winners of the 
smaller arguments showed by their vote that the 
que:etion, by and large, had their entire ap- 
proval. Only nine voters stood up, against the 
new Zoning Laws, in the final vote, which 
showed an excellent sense of sportsmanship on 
the greater part of the 81 voters who wanted to 
eliminate the 60,000 lots. 


As we have said earlier, somebody was going to 
be hurt, by these new zoning laws. We could 
see it coming. What suprised us was the method 
in which these people tried to eliminate the 
provision of 60,000 foot lots altogether. That, 
we felt, and events proved, was doomed to fail- 
ure. If they had tried to have the 60,000 foot 
lots cut to 40,000 feet they might have suc- 
ceeded.,, We felt that before the meeting, and 
it is our feeling now. 

Both the Planning Board and the Moderator 
should be congratulated as a result of the meet 
ing. The Planning Board had put in months of 
work, and the events of the meeting showed the 
results. The Moderator did an excellent job, 
with no person being cut short of speaking time 
but no time being wasted frivously. He also 
displayed an excellent. sense of humor, in his 
brief interchanges with Professor Goodwin. 

We have heard rumors about ‘10’ citizens going 
to appeal to the Attorney General to declare 
the meeting invalid. Any ten citizens have 
this right, but we don’t think that they will 
achieve the desired results. If they do appeal 
we know the Attorney General will consider such 
case as they present, but we cannot see any 
such case.

WILMINGTON MASS. 


CHAPTER V 


The following regulations 
for Child Care Agencies are 
made by virtue of the pro- 
visions of Chapter-i11, 
Section 60 of the General 
Laws Tercentenary Edition 
as amended by Chapter 205 
of the Acts of 1950. 

Section 1 - DEFINITION 

‘Child Care Centre’ shall 
mean and apply to any ‘agency 
giving day care to children’ 
and shall include any in- 
stitution or place, whether 
known as a day nursery, 
nursery school, kindergar- 
ten, child play school, 
progressive school or pre- 
school or under any other 
name, except a Sunday Sch- 
ool conducted by a church, 
not conducted by the Com- 
monwealth or any city or 
town, which, for compensa- 
tion or otherwise, receives 
for temporary custody, with 
or without stated educa- 
tional purposes, during’ 
part or all of the day a- 
part from their parents, 
three or more children un- 
der seven years of age and 
not of common parentage, 
seperate and apart from 
their parents and elsewhere 
than at the home of one or 
more of them during part or 
all of the day. 
Section 2 - LICENSE 

No person shall conduct a 
child care centre without 
obtaining a license from the 
Board of Health. An applic- 
ation therefor shall be in 
a form prescribed by the 
Board, and any statement 
attached to it shall contain 
such information as may be 
required by the Board. Lic- 
enses shall expire at the end 
of the year in which they are 
issued and shall not be 
transferred except with ap- 
proval of the Board. A fee 
of one dollar ($1.00) shall 
be charged for issue or re- 
newal of said license. The 
number of children licensed 
must not be exceeded with- 
out the written approval of 
the Board of Health or lic- 
ense will he revoked. 
Section 3 INSPECTION 

The Board of Health, or 
its authorized Agent, may 
visit and inspect any child 
care centre at any time to as- 
certain compliance with its 
rules and regulations. In- 
pections may also be made 
without notice by the head 
of the Fire Department or 
his authorized representa- 
ive, the Ruilding Inspect- 
or and the local Inspector 
of wires. 

Section 4- NUMRER Or STAFF 
Each Child Care Agency 
shall provide as many pro- 
perly trained persons as in 
the discretion of the Board 
of Health is considered ne- 
cessary but, for groups of 
children of mixed ages, 
there shall be at least one 
adult for every ten chil- 
dren or less. 

The children must never be 
left without one adult in 
attendance, and a second 
person within sound of the 
voice, 


Arrangements shall be made 


with the parents to permit 
calling a designated physi- 
cian or using the services 
of a designated clinic in 
emergencies when a physic- 
ian of the parents’ choice 
is not available. 

Section 5 - 

QUALIFICATIONS OF STAFF 
All personnel must submit, 
before beginning work and 
annually thereafter a phy- 
sicians’s certificate stat- 
ing that they are free from 
any evidence of illness 
which might conflict with 
the children’s interests. 
All personnel shall have a 
chest X-ray prior: to em- 
ployment and thereafter at 
yearly intervals. Records 
of each such exarination, 
signed by a registered phy- 
sician, shall be supplied 
the poard of Health. 

All personnel caring for 
children in all centres 
shall. have a genuine liking 
for all children, shall be 
of normal intelligence, in 
good physical and mental 
health, and have high stan- 
dards of personal and soc- 
ial behavior. Furthermore 
the person in charge ot a 
child care centre shall 
have had such training and 
experience in the care and 
education of children of 
pre-school age as the Board 
of Health may consider nec- 
essary. 
Section 6- ADMISSION 

No child under three years 
of age shall be admitted to 
a day care centre. 
Handicapped children need- 
ing special care or who re- 
quire extra individual at- 
tention shall not be admit- 
ted to a day care centre 
unless its staff includes 
persons trained to give the 
needed care and enough per- 
sons to do the extra work 
involved and, in no case 
may they be admitted with- 
out the approval of the 
Board of Health. Such chil- 
dren include physically e- 
motionally, and mentally 
handicapped children such 
as those suffering from 
severe uncontrolled convul- 
sive disorders,diabetes, 
disabling congenital or 
rheumatic heart disease, 
cerebral palsy, and moder- 
ately severe or severe emo- 
tional disturbance or men- 
tal defect from whatever 
cause. They also include 
children suffering from se- 
vere or moderately severe 
disabling orthopedic de- 
fects from whatever cause, 
and those having severe or 
moderately severe visual or 
auditory derangement. 
Section 7 - ACTIVITIES 

Each child shall be consi- 
dered as an individual and 
every effort shall be made 
to meet his particular 
needs. 

Each child care centre 
shall provide time and ma- 
terials for both vigorous 
and quiet activity for 
children to share or do a- 
lone, indoor and outdoor 
play, rest, toileting, and 
nourishment, 

A schedule of daily activ- 
ities shall be written down 
and shall be available for 
inspection. 

Housekeeping activities 
such as dusting, washing or 
sweeping rooms used by the 
centre must not be carried 
on while the children are 
present. 

Section 8 -HEALTH 

No child shall be admitted 
until the centre has recei- 
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ved from his parents a phy- 
sician’s certificate stating 
that the child is free from 
communicable disease and that 
he has been satisfactorily 
immunized or is in the process 
of being immunized against 
small pox, whooping cough, 
diptheria, and tetanus un- 
less there is a medical 
reason why these immuniza- 
tions may not be done. A 
physician’s certificate is- 
sued annually shabl state 
the presence of any condi- 
tion, based on a physical 
examination, affecting the 
general health of a child, 
or any handicap, and shall 
include any suggestions 
that will be helpful to the 
group care centre. 

DAILY INSPECTION - Upon a- 
rrival and before he joins 
the group, each child must 
be given a health inspect- 
ion by a competent adult. 
Any child showing or devel- 
oping symptons of a fresh 
cold, a sore throat, in- 
flammation of the eyes, a 
fever, a rash, diarrhea or 
other symptons of a commun- 
icable disease must be ex- 
cluded from the group in a 
separate room until his 
parents can call for him or 
other arrangements are made 
for his care elsewhere. The 
parents shall be advised to 
consult a physician, 
ILLNESS - Under no circum- 
stances shall a day care a- 
gency care for a child with 
a diagnosed communicable 
disease or obvious acute 
illness. Parents are to be 
informed when a communica- 
ble disease has been intro- 
duced into the centre. 
READMISSION AFTER ILLNESS - 
Readmission to the centre 
of personnel or children 
recently recovered from any 
communicable disease shall 
be in accordance with the 
Communicable Disease Regu- 
lations of the Board of 
Health. 
when a child is absent be- 
cause of illness five or 
more days, a physician's 
certificate shall be re- 
quired before readmission. 

INJURY - The treatment of 
injuries in the centre 
shall be limited to simple 
first aid proceedures. Par- 
ents must be informed imme- 
diately of all injuries to 
children with the sugges- 
tion that, if serious, the 
family physician be consul- 
ted. 

NUTRITION - Nourishing 
food, carefully prepared 
and served under sanitary 
conditions, shall be served 
in amounts and as frequent- 
ly as the needs of each 
child make necessary. All 
foods and liquids served to 
children at the centre 
shall be subject to the 
rules and regulations of 
the Board of Health rela- 
tive to food, All milk ser- 
ved to children must be 
pasteurized. 

REST - There shall be a 
mid-session of rest of ten 
to twenty minutes in a pro- 
gram of four hours or less. 
Children who are in the 
centre for more than four 
hours shall have a rest ly- 
ing down with clean bedding 
of one hour or longer ac- 
cording to the age and 
needs of the child in ad- 
dition to the mid-session 
rest period. 

GENERAL - Medicines, poi- 
sons, firearms, sharp point- 
ed and sharp edged instru- 
ments matches and any ot- 
her potentially dangerous 


substances and articles 
must be kept out of reach 
of the children at all 
times. 

RECORDS - The license to 
operate granted by the 
Board of Health shall -be 
prominently displayed. 
A record shall be kept of 
each child admitted. This 
record shall be kept on the 
premises and be ‘available 
to the Board’of Health. The 
record shall contain the 
full name of the child, 
date of his birth and his 
address; the full name of 
his parents, guardians or 
custodians, their home ad- 
dresses, their work addres- 
es, and telephone numbers, 
and the name, address and 
telephone number of the 
familiy’s physician. gach 
child’s record shall con 
tain the dates of entering 
and leaving the centre, and 
a record of his attendance, 
illnesses, and physician's 
reports including records 
of all physical examinat- 
ions, immunizations and ot- 
her matters relating to the 
child's health together 
with a record of the pro- 
gress of the child. 

Section 9 - BUILDING 

Any building used for a 
child care centre shall, in 
the opinion of the Board of 
Health, be properly and 
suitably located, kept in 
good repair, clean and san- 
itary at all times, and 
shall comply ‘with all local 
licensing, fire, safety, 
build ing, zoning and health 
regulations. 

Section 10 -FIRE PROTECTION 
Adequate protection and e- 
gress shall be provided as 
designated by the head of 
the Fire Department or his 
authorized representative. 
Draperies, cloth and simi- 
lar material should not be 
easily inflammable, There 
shall be a fire extingui- 
sher in good operating con- 
dition and readily avail 
able, 

Section 11 - ROOMS 

No room located above the 
second floor and no base 
ment room, the floor of 


which is more than three 
feet below the surface lev- 
el, shall be used for or as 


a part of a child care cen- 
tre unless specifically au- 
thorized by the Board of 
Health. All rooms shall be 
dry, well ventilated and 
warm. wooden floors shall 
be free of splinters and 
the construction shall be 
such that they may be easi- 
ly cleaned. Ali rooms must 
have outside exposure with 
provision for sufficient 
unobstructed natural light. 
Adequate artificial light- 
in; shall be available in 
all rooms, stairways and 
hallways ofthe building. 
Adequate protection from 
accident hazards due to 
stairways, windows, doors, 
stoves, pipes and radiators 
shall be provided. 

Section 12 - TOILETS 

A sufficient number of 
toilets shall be provided, 
and they shall be conven- 
inetly located and main- 
tained in a sanitary con- 
dition at all times, 
Section 13 - WASHBOWLS 

A sufficient number o: 
washbowls equipped with hot 
and cold running water, 
shall be provided. The com- 
mon use of toilet articles 
such as towels, washcloths 
or combs is prohibited. 
Section 14 - FURNITURE 


Tables and chairs, free 
from splinters or sharp 
edges, sturdy and of suit- 
able height shall be pro- 


vided in sufficient number. 
When cots or beds are nec- 


essary for rest periods, no 
more than one child shall 
be allowed to‘occupy any 
bed or cot at the same time 
and an individual Llanket 
shall be available for each 
child. The cots, beds, pads, 
mattresse and blankets 
must be kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition. 

Section 15 - 

INDOOR AND OUTDOOR SPACE 
There shall be at least 
one room for the exclusive 
use of the children and 
staff caring for them dur- 
ing the hours the centre is 
in session.Two rooms of 
medium size are better than 
one large playroom. 

Floor area of quarters re- 
gularly occupied hy the 
children exclusive of 
hallways, lockers, wash and 
toilet rooms, isolation 
rooms, kitchens, and offi- 
ces shall contain a mini - 
mum of 35 square feet of u- 
sable floor space per child 
In situations where the 
children are cared for and 
taught in pre-school or 
kindergarten classes for 
not over three hours, in 
the discretion of the Board 
of Health, the minimum re- 
quired usable floor space 
per child may be reduced to 
not less than twenty square 
feet. 

Ample outdoor playground 
space free from hazards 
(preferably fenced) and so 
placed that the staff an 
keep the children in sight 
at all times shall be pro- 
vided.

it shall be used only for 
the sanitary storage and 
preparation of food, wash-

It shal? be clean, 
well-lighted and ventilat- 
ed, provided with hot and 
cold running water and a 
refrigerator with a thermo- 
meter. Milk and perishable 
foods shall be stored at 
all times in the refrigera- 
tor, the temperature of 
which shall always be kept 
below 50 degrees Farenheit.

ROOM TEMPERATURE 

Temperature of air in rooms 
regularly occupied by the 
children shall be not less 
than 68° Fahrenheit at three 
feet above floor level even 
in the coldest weather. 


Section 18 - HEATING 
Fireplaces, floor registers 
steam and hot water pipes, 
open-faced heaters, and rad 
iators shall be protected 
by screens, guards, insul- 
ation, or other suitable de- 
vices which will prevent 
children from coming in*con- 
tact with a hot surface or 
open flame. Portable gas 
heaters,and portable oil and 
kerosene heaters, shall not 
be used on the premises. 
All heating devices other 
than electrical shall be 
vented and installed with 
permanent connections. 

Gas lighting, candles, and 
portable oil and kerosene 
lamps are prohibited. 


Section 19 - TELEPHONE” 
There shall be a telephone 
at the centre for use in 
case of emergency. 
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Section 20 - 

FIRST AID EQUIPMENT 
First aid equipment for 
emergency treatment shall 
be kept in the day care 
centre. The first aid e- 
quipment shall be approved 
by the Board of Health and 
shall not be less in quan- 
tity and type than that re- 
quired for an approved Red 
Cross first aid kit. 


Section 21 - 

STORAGE OF CLOTHING 

In addition to the pro- 
vision of a sanitary and 


well-ventilated area for the 
storage of outer and inner 
garments, facilities should 
be provided for the drying

they may be dry when next 
required by the children. 
Section 22 - WATER 
Sanitary drinking water 
supplied by sanitary means 
from a source approved by 
the Board of Health and sin- 
gle service drinking cups 
or individual cups whick 
must be washed daily should 
be provided.

PLAY EQUIPMENT 

There shall be toys and mat- 
erials to satisfy the needs 
of each child, Play equip- 
ment shall be safe, clean, 
and easily a ible to the 
children, all not con- 
sist of any material, be col- 
ored by material, or be 
covered by any material which 
is poisonous. For example, 
all paint shall be lead free, 
and aniline dyes shall not be 


used. Play material shall 
ot be Sily inflammable. 

Section 25 - TRANSPORTATION 
If transportation is pro: 
vided by the centre, itshall 
be provided in accordance 
with the law and regulations 
of sachusetts concerning 


transportation of school 
children, 


Station wagons, sedans ,or 
other private automobiles 
used for transportation of 


not more than nine persons, 
exclusive of the driver, 
shall be registered as pri-r 
vate livery if transport- 
ation thereby is paid for 
directly: or indirectly by 
parents, guardians, or 
eccustodians of the children, 
and shall display school bus 
signs. 
‘section 26 - SEPARABILITY 

so far as the Board of Hea- 
lth may provide, each sec- 
tion of these rules and re- 
gulations shall be construed 
as separate to the end that, 
if any section, sentence, 
clause or phrase shall be 
held invalid for any reason, 
the remainder of the rules 
and regulations shall con- 
tinue in full force. 

Section 27 - PENALTY 

Penalties shall be those 
provided by law as set forth 
in Chapter 205, Acts of 1950, 
Section 60,61, and 62 here 
quoted in full: 

‘section 60 - Boards of| 
Health shall make rules and 
regulations , and may revise 
or change them,—in-accord- 
ance with which agencies 
giving day care to children 
shall be licensed and con- 
ducted; and failure to com- 


ply with any such rule or 


regulation shall be suf- 
ficient cause for revocation 
of the license in the manner 
provided in Section 61. 
Section 61 - Boards of 
Healch by their authorized 
agents may visit and inspect 
any agency giving day care 
to children at any time to 
ascertain whether it is lic- 
ensed and conducted in com- 
pliance with law and with 
the rules and regulations 
made under Section 60. Every 
agency giving day care to 
children shall so be visited 
and inspected at least once 
in each year. After thirty 
days' notice to a licensed 
agency giving day care to 
children and opportunity to 
be heard, the Board of 
Health may, if in its judg- 
ment the public interest so 
demands, revoke its license. 
Every agency giving day care 
to children shall furnish 
to the said board such re- 
ports, information and ot- 
her data as it may require. 
Section 62 - Whoever es- 
tablishes, conducts, man- 
ages or maintains an agency 
giving day care to children 
without first obtaining a 
license therefor, or after 
the revocation of the lic- 
ense, or in violation of 
any provision of Sections 
58 to 62, inclusive, or any 
rule or regulation made 
under Section 60 shall be 
punished by a fine of not 
less than ten not more than 
two hundred dollars. If any 
person conducting an agency 
giving day care to children 
shall be found guilty of a 
violation of any provision 
of Sections 58 to 62, in- 
clusive, or of any rule or 
regulation, in any particu- 
lar relating to the safety 


of or the accommodations 
for the children, the Board 
of Health shall issue 
order directing th 
nursery be closed, and re- 
main closed until such pro- 
vision, rule or regulation 


has been complied with. * 
Section 28 - ADOPTION 

These rules and regulations 
were adopted by unanimous 
vote of the Board of Health, 
Town of Wilmington, Common= 
wealth of Massachusetts, at 
a regular meeting of the 


Board of Health held Thurs- 
day, December 1, 1955, at 
the Town Hall, and will be 
in full force and effect on 
and after December 12, 1955, 


and except in far as they 
are the same, supercede all 
previous existing regular 
tions covered by the above 
chapter relating to the con- 
trol of child Care Centres, 
paragraph 1-27 inclusive.

PRESIDENT OF THE BOSTON 
STOCK EXCHANGE ADDRESSES 
THE ADULT BOOKKEEPING CLASS 


The members of the Adult 
Bookkeeping Program, Wil- 
mington Evening School and 
their guests were not only 
entertained during the eve- 
ning of November 14, but 
they were also enlightened 
concerning the activities of 
the Boston Stock Exchange 


and dealing in stocks in 
general. 
Harry W. Besse, President 


of the Boston Spock Exchange 
presented many very inter- 
esting points to the group 
during his one and one-half 
hour lecture. As made known 
by Anthony DeLuca, the Book- 
keeping Instructor, Mr. Be- 
sse has been el:cted to his 
present position for ten 
consecutive years. He has 
been in the investment field 
since 1924 and his home is 
in Gilmanton, New Hampshire. 
He is. proud of the fact that 
he is, the Moderator of the 
town or village as he called 
it. 

Some of the highlights as 
presented by Mr. Besse are 
the following: 

He explained in very much 
detail that Incorporation is 
nothing new and that the 
United States was not the 
first country to take ad- 
vantage of such undertakings. 
Mr. Besse gave a brief his- 
tory, of how the people of 
the old world many years ago 
would join together to form 
a fishing or shipping fleet, 
which is definitely incor- 
porating. The history of 
railroads and other concerns 
were also discussed to show 
how the incorporation fever 
spread about. 

The two types of securities 
bonds and stocks, were de- 
fined very clearly and the 
advantages and disadvant- 
ages of each were outlined 
very well. It was made very 
clear that investing in sto- 
cks and bonds today is not 
anymore risky than investing 
in personal fixtures such 
las the home and the car. In 
the trend is toward 


the every day securities. 
There are six and one-half 
millions of people in the 
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United States a ave 
vested in some form of a cor 
poration; that is, they own 
stock in a corporation, The 
speaker stated, ‘If the peo- 
ple of this country were not 
stock minded, the country 
would have a trend towards 
Socialism. ‘ 

Many of the terms familiar 
to the stock holder and the 
stock broker were made known 
and were defined for the 
class members. During the 
lecture, Mr. Besse gave 
everyone the opportunity to 
ask questions before he con 
tinued on to a other phase 


of the stock market program. 
According to Besse, we will 
not have another stock mar- 
ket crash, because thethings 
that provoked or helped to 
make the last one a realiz- 
ation are not presant today. 
To illustrate the proper 
method of buying stocks or 
investing any money, the 
speaker asked the class to 
pretend that it was a board 
of trustees of a particular 
college or any other organ- 
ization. He then asked the 
class members to approach 
the problem step by step 
with him in order to find 
the most favorable methods 
of investment for the bene- 
fit of the organization they 
were representing. Needless 
to say, many very worthwhile 
points were brought to the 
attention of the adults at- 
tending the adult bookkeep- 
ing class. 

The program concluded with 
many of the people asking 
questions concerning the sub 
ject and also asking quest- 
ions about certain securi- 


ties listed on the stock 
market 
Mr. Besse was thanked for 


the very detailed lecture 
by Mr. DeLuca and many of 
the members of the class ex- 
pressed their appreciation 
in an individual fashion to 
him before he left for the 
evening. 

An attempt is going to be 
made by Mr. DeLuca to bring 
other interesting speakers 
to the classes so that the 
class members will receive 
a very vivid picture of the 
undertakings in the business 
world.

Chapter 11 


Minimum Standards of Fitness

poton wonie int terms -are hereby defined for clarification 


of the following regulations. Words used in the present tense 
include the future; the singular number includes the plural, 
and the plural the singular; the word ‘occupied’, includes 
the words designed, arranged or intended to be occupied, the 
word ‘may’ is permissive; the word ‘shall’ is manadatory; 
the word ‘dwelling’ includes ‘dwelling units, and whole or 
any part thereof, as well as the premises thereof.’ 
1.1 Accessory building shall mean and include a detached,

1,2 Agent, operator shall mean any person who has charge, 
careor control of a building, or part thereof, in which 
dwelling units are rented. 
1.3 Building shall mean ‘any structure intended to provide 
shelter for persons or property. 
1.4 Dwelling shal] mean a building,either mobile or station- 
ary, use nm whole or in part for human habitation, and 
shall include the premises thereof. 
1.5 Dwelling Unit shall mean one or more rooms located within 
& dwelling and forming a single habitable unit with facil- 
ities which are usedorintended to be used by one family for 
living, sleeping, cooking, and eating. 
1.6 Extermination shall mean the control and/or elimination 
of insects, rodents, or other pests by eliminating their 
harborage places; by removing or maki inaccessible mater- 
ials that may serve as their food; by“poisoning, spraying, 
fumigating, trapping, or by any other recognized and legal 
Pest elimination methods approved by the Board of Health. 
1.7 Family shall mean a domestic household consisting of two 
or sioré Persons, related by blood, marriage or adoption, 
- ltving in the same dwelling unit and using common facilities. 
Por the purpose of these regulations, one person living 
Slone may be considered to be a family. 
Le shall mean any building, device, appliance, 
edulipment, tank, vehicle, combustible material, fence or 
vegetation which is in condition to cause a fire or explosion 
or provide a ready fuel supply to augment the spread and 
intensity of fire or explosion arising from any cause, 
thereby endangering the life and health of the occupants of 
premises. 
1.9 Garbage shall mean the animal and other organic materia 
resulting from the handling, preparation, cooking and con- 
sumption of food. 
1,10 Habitable Room shall mean a roomor enclosed floor space 
used or intended to be used for living, sleeping, cooking, 
or eating purposes, excluding bathrooms, water closet com- 
partments, laundries, pantries, foyers, or communicating 
corridors, closets andstorage spaces. 5 
1,11 Board of Health shall mean the legally designated health 
authority 0; ie Town of Wilmington. It shall include the 
authorized representatives of the Board of Health. The 
plumbing inspector of the Town of Wilmington shall be con- 
sidered an authorized representative of the Board of Health. 
1.12 Housing shall include in sddition to the dwelling 
building, accessory and apartment buildings on the property. 
1.13 efestat ion shall mean the presence, within or around 


a dwelling of any insects, rodents,or other pests. 
1.14 Nuisance: 
a, Any public nuisance known at common law or in equity 
jurisprudence. 


b. Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, 
this includes any abendoned or unprotected wells, 
cesspools, shafts, basements, or excavations, or any 
trash, debris, or organic or inorganic matter which 
may prove a hazard. 

¢. Conditions within a building which are dangerous to 

human life or are detrimental to health. 

d. Overcrowding a room with occupants. 

e. Insufficient ventilation or illumination. 
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f. Inadequate or unsasitary disposal of sewage or plumb- 
ing facilities. 
g Uncleanliness, when so determined by the Board of 
Health. 
h. Conditions which are objectionable because of odors, 
dust, insects or rodents. 
i. Unsafe or inadequate water supply. 
1.15 Occupant shal] mean any person living, sleeping, cook- 
ing or eating in, or having actual possession of, a dwelling 
unit. 
1.16 Qwner shall mean persons who, alone,or jointly, or 
severally with others: < 
a. shall have legal title to any dwelling or dwelling 
units, with or without accompanying actual posses- 
sion thereof; or 
b. shall have charge, care, or control of any dwelling 
or dwelling unit, as owner or agent of the owner, or 
as executor, executrix, administrator, administra- 
trix, trustee or guardian of the estate of the owner. 
Any such person thus representing the actual owner 
shall be bound to comply with the provisions of these 
regulations and of any adopted pursuant thereto, to 
the same extent as if he were the owner. 
1.17 Person shall mean and include any individual, firm, 
corporation, association, or partnership. 
1,18 Plumbing shall mean and include all the following sup- 
plied facilities and equipment; water pipes, gas pipes, gas 
burning equipment,garbage disposal units, waste pipes, water 
closets, sinks, installed dishwashers, lavatories, bathtubs, 
shower-baths, installed clothes-washing machines, catch 
basins, drains, vents, and any other similar supplied fix- 
tures, all connections to water lines, together with house- 
hold sewerage systems, wells or springs. 
1,19 Rubbish shall mean combustible and non-cumbustible 
waste materials, except garbage; and the term shall include 
paper,rags, cartons, boxes, wood, excelsior, rubber, leather, 
tree branches, tin cans, metals, mineral matter, glass, 
crockery, dust, and other similar substances, also the re- 
sidue from the burning of wood, coal, coke and other com- 
bustible materials. 
}.20 Single Family Dwelling shall mean a detached building 
designed exclusively for use as one dwelling unit. 
1,21 Space Heaters shal] mean a heating appliance, other 
than @ central heating plant, used for the direct heating of 
the space in and adjacent to that in which the appliance is 
located. 
1.22 Substandard Dwelling shall mean any building which is 
wholly or partly used or intended to be used for living or 
Sleeping by human occupants in which undesirable conditions 
exist by reason of the number of occupants, uncleanliness 
or which may become a nuisance, a cause of sickness or a 
cause of a home accident to the occupants thereof or to the 
public as determined by the nonconfermance with these Basic 
Standards for Housing. 
1,23 Supplied shall mean paid for, furnished, or providedby 


or underthe control of, the owner or operator. 
1,24 Temporary Housing shall mean any tent, mobile dwelling 
Place or other structure used for human habitation which is 
located on a lot or tract of land for less than 30 consecu- 
tive days. 
1,25 Tenant: One who temporarily holds, occupies or possesses 
real estate by any kind of rights. 
1.26 Toilet Facilities shall mean and include the flush 
water closet with seat and cover, a lavatory basin and a 
bathtub and/or shower, and the rooms in which they are lo- 
cated. It shall also include any privy constructed for a 
dwelling prior the effective date of these regulations, 
1.27 Two-Family Dwelling shall mean a detached building de- 
signed exclusively for use as two dwelling units, independ- 
ent of each other. 
1,28 Ventilation shall be considered the meansby which air 
exchange is effected within a building. 
Section 2 - INSPECTION OF DWELLINGS 
2.1 The Board of Health or its representatives are hereby 
authorized to inspect at any reasonable hour the condition 
of dwellings and accessory buildings in the Town of Wilming- 
ton, to perform its duty of safeguarding the health and 
safety of the occupants of dwellings and of the general 
Public. y 
2.2 The owner, occupant, tenant, or person in charge shall 
give the Board of Health or its authorized representatives 
free access upon proper identification, to any dwellings, 
accessory buildings and premises at any reasonable hour for 
the purpose of such inspection. 
2.3 The Owner,his agent, or employee, at the direction of 
the Board of Health, shall have access to any part of such 
premises, at any reasonable hour, to make such repairs or 
alterations as are necessary to comply with the provisions 
of these regulations. 
Section 3 -entorcement -Service of Orders-Hearings. 
3.1 In the event of a violation of any part o: se regula- 
tions, the Board of Health shall give notice in writing of 
such alleged violation to the owner, his agent or the oc- 
cupant, asthe case may require, specifying the inadequacies 
and hazards contained therein, and the time within which the 
performance of any act is required. 
3.2 Any person affected by such notice shall be granted a 
hearing before the Board of Health, provided a written peti- 
tion stating the grounds for such hearing shall be filed in 
the office of the Board of Health within ten days from the 
date .otice is received. The Board of Health shall then no- 
tify the petitioner of the time and place for the hearing, 
to be held not later than ten days after the filing date of 
the petition.

gether with a copy of every pertinent order issued, shall 
become a record in the Board of Health. 

3.4 The Board of Health, upon finding a condition which re- 
quires immediate action to protect the public health, may, 
without notice or hearing, issue an order stating such to be 
an emergency and requiring such immediate aetion as it deems 
necessary, Any person to whom such order is directed shall 
comply immediately, or be afforded a hearing as soon as 
possible upon petition to the Board of Health. 


Proved by the Board of Health shall be piped into eacl 

dwelling unit. 

4.2 Every dwelling unit shall contain a kitchen sink, proper- 

ly trapped and vented, in good working condition and proper- 

ly connected to water and sewer systems approved by the 

Board of Health, 

4.3 (a) Every dwelling unit (except as otherwise permitted 
in section 4,4 below) shall contain a seatand cover 
flush closet, a lavatory basin and a bathtub or 
shower. These fixtures shal] be properly trapped and 
vented, in good working condition and properly con- 
nected to water and sewer systems approved by the 
Board of Health. 

(b) Water. closet bowls shall be made in one piece and of 
such form as to hold sufficient quantity of water, 
when filled to the trap overflow, to preventfouling 
of surfaces. 

4.4 All plumbing shall be properly installed, to the satis- 

faction of the Plumbing Inspector, and maintained in good 

sanitary working condition at all times, free from defects, 
leaks and obstruction. 

4.5 Every sink, tub, shower, toilet, or other plumbing fix- 

ture in a building used for habitation shall be previded 

with a proper and unobstructed drain which discharges into a 

sewerage system outside the building, and said fixtures and 

drains shal] be maintained by the owner in a sanitary work- 
ing condition at all times, 

4.6 Dwelling units provided with individual privy vaults, 

erected prior to the effective date of these regulations, 

shall be permitted to substitute privy vaults in place of 
flush water closets provided that such privy vaults are main- 
tainéd in a clean and sanitary manner, are properly vented 
and screened, and are so constructed as to prevent the en- 
trance of insects and vermin. Such privy vaults, moreover, 
shall be maintained to the satisfaction of the Board of 

Health. Except as otherwise provided by the Rules and Re- 

gulations of the Board of Health, further construction or 

replacement of privy vaults in the Town of Wilmington are 
hereby prohibited. 

4.7 Where connection to a public sewer is not practicable, 

a dwelling shall be served by cesspools, septic tanks or other 

means of sub-surface disposal of sewage, which shall be ap- 

proved by the Board of Health and maintained to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health. 

48 Safe permanent covers shall be provided over all ground 

openings tor individual water supplies or sewage disposal 

systems. All abandoned wells, cesspools and seepage pits 
shall be filled with compacted earth to ground level. 

Section 5 - RUBBISH AND_ GARBAGE 

5.1 Every dwelling unit shall be supplied with covered rub- 

bish barrels of metal or other approved material, sufficient 

in number for the maximum needs of the occupants. 

Rubbish shal] be disposed of in @ sanitary manner and in ac- 

cordance with the rules and regulations of the Board of 

Health, 

If kept outdoors, containers shall be flytight and rodent- 


proof, if stored in basement or cellar, containers shall be 

non-inflammable and no unreasonable accumulation of rubbish 

shall be strewn about on floor of any basement, or cellar or 

other part of any dwelling, or on grounds surrounding any 

building. Incineration of rubbish in metal barrels or yard 

incinerators may be permitted provided that such incinera- 

tion methods are approved by the Board of Health and Fire 

Department. 

Receptacle for rubbish or other inorganic waste shall be 

provided in accordance with Subsection 10.8 of Section 10 pf 

these standards. 

5.2 Every dwelling unit shall have garbage disposal 

either! 

(a) the regular municipal garbage collection service; or 

(b) an incinerator located within the dwelling and installed 
and operated in a safe and sanitary manner so as not to 
create a fire hazard; or 

(¢) a garbage grinder which grinds garbage finely, and which 
discharges the garbage into the sewerage system in a 


sanitary manner; or 
(d) feeding to livestock or poultry; or 


(e) a method specifically approved by the Board of Health. 
5.3 Garbage shall be stored in watertight receptacles of 
metal or other approved material and provided with tight- 
fitting covers pending disposal.Sufficient receptacles shall 
be provided for the maximum needs of the occupants. 
Receptacles for garbage or other organic waste shal] be pro- 
vided in accordance with Subsection 10.8 of Section 10 of 
these Standards.

5 very dwelling sha ave heating fac es which are 


properly installed, are maintained in safe and good working 
condition, and are capable of safely and adequately heating 
all habitable rooms, bathrooms, and water closet compartments 
located therein to a temperature of at least 68 degrees 
Fahrenhéit under ordinary minimum winter conditions. The 

temperature shall be read at a height of three feet above 
floor level] at the center of the room. Such heating equip-

ment shall be installed and maintained in accordance with the 
applicable regulations of the Board of Fire Prevention Re- 
gulations of the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety 
and Building Code of the Town of Wilmington. 
6.2 Space heaters, except electrical, shal] be mounted upon 
a non-combustible foundation, and shall be properly vented 
to a chimney leading to outdoors, shall not be nearer than 
12 inches to a combustible wall unless protected by a shield 
or approved fire-resistant material so attached as to pre- 
serve an air space behind it, extending one inch above the 
floor to one foot above the flue and six inches beyond each 
side of such appliance and at least three feet above such 
apparatus, 
6.3 Oil fired space heaters, ranges or pot.type heaters 
shall have installed between the oil supply and burner a 
anti-flooding device which is approved by the fire depart- 
ment. 
6.4 All flues shall be in good condition and firmly anchored 
into chimneys. Chimneys shall be maintained in safe working 
condition and shall consist of cinder blocks, bricks or 
fieldstone, firmly cemented into place, and shall extend at 
least two (2) feet above the house with flue. All chimneys 
shall be adequately supported by a suitable footing in ac- 
cordance with the Building Code of the Town of Wilmington. 
6.5 Every gas appliance shal] be connected to either a gas 
line or bottled gas container by solid tight metal piping. 
Bottled gas containers shal] be located outside of the 
dwelling and placed on a non-combustible base with hood. A 
shut-off valve shall be provided. 
6.6 Either a mechanical or ice refrigerator, containing a 
minimum of four (4) cubic feet, or a suitable means of pre- 
serving food from deterioration, shall be available to each 
family. All gas refrigeration units shall be equipped with 
an approved device which automatically shuts off the supply 
of gas as the flame is extinguished. Discarded mechanical or 
ice refrigerators shall have their doors removed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the General Laws. 
Section 7. - LIGHT, VENTILATION AND EGRESS 
7.1 Every habitable room shall have at least one window or 
skylight facing directly to the outdoors., The minimum total 
window or skylight area measured between stops, for every 
habitable room shall be 10 per cent of the floor area of 
such roomg. Whenever walls or other portions of structures 
face a window of any such room and such light-obstruction 
structures are located less than 3 feet from the window and 
extemi to a level above that of the ceiling of the room,such 
a window shall not be deemed to face directly to the out- 
doors and shall not be included as contributing tothe re- 
quired minimum total window area. 
7.2 Every habitable room shall have at least one window or 
skylight which can be easily opened. The total openable win- 
dow area in every habitable room shall be equal to at least 
45 per cent of the minimum window area or minimum skylight 
area, as required in Subsection 7.1 of Section 7 of these 
minimum standards, except where there is supplied some other 
device affording adequate ventilation and approved by the 
Board of Health, 
7.3 For illumination, every habitable room shall contain at 
least two separate wall electrical outlets or a ceiling fix- 
ture and one outlet, where there is electric service avail- 
able from powerlines which are not more than 300 feet from 
the dwelling, all properly installed and safely connected to 
a source of power, and maintained in safeworking condition 
so that: 
(a) all electric wire shall be insulated and in good condi- 
tion; and, 
(b) every switch, outlet plate, and fixture shall be proper- 
ly fastened in position; and 
(c) no short circuit, break, floor outlets, (other than 
waterproof outlets) or obvious shock hazard shall exists; 


and 
(d)no temporary wiring shall be used except extension 
cords which run directly from portable electrical fix- 
tures to convenient outlets and which shall not extend 
through partition, doorways, transoms, or similar open- 
ings through structural elements. 
7.4 Every bathroom, water closet compartment, laundry room, 
furnace room, and public hall shall contain at least one 
supplied ceiling or wall-type electric light fixture. 
7.5 In bathrooms, laundries, kitchens or other rooms where 
hands may be wet,electric lights shall be controlled by wall 
switches or pull chains containing insulating links, and any 
lampsocketswithin reach shall have nonmetallic shells. 

7.6 All electric services shall be grounded by approved means 

and all metal enclosures for conductors shall be grounded. 
7.7 All dwelling units shall be provided with more than one 
electrical circuit for fixtures and receptacles exclusive 
of any special circuit for heating equipment. 

7.8 Every dwelling unit shall have two safe, unobstructed 
means of egress leading to a safe area at ground level. 
7.9 The interpretation of the aforementioned electrical pro- 
eis of this section shall be the National Underwriters 
ode. 

Section 8 - MAINTAINENCE . 
8.1. Dwellings shall not be deemed to comply with these re- 
gulations unless; 

(a) the foundation andsupporting elements adequately sup- 
port the building at all points; as determined by the 
Building Department of the Town of Wilmington; and, 

(b) floors are capable of supporting occupants and essential 
furniture and equipment and are free of excessive tre- 
mors under normal use; as determined by the Building De-

every interior wall and ceiling is free of holes and 
large cracks, other loose structural material, the col- 
lapse of which might constitute an accident hazard or 
vermin harborage. 

8-2 Every inside and outside stair, every porch and every 
appurtenance thereto shall be so constructed as to be safe to 
use and capable of supporting the load that normal use may 
cause to be placed thereon;and shall be kept in sound condi- 
tion and good repair. 

8.3 Every dwelling shall be free from rodents or vermin. 
Rodent or vermin extermination and vermin proofing may be 
required by the Board of Health, Rodent and vermin extermin- 
ation shall be carried out in accordance with Section 10 of 
these minimum standards. 

8.4 Every dwelling shall be clean and free from garbage or 
rubbish. When a dwelling or dwelling unit is not reasonably 
clean or free from garbage or rubbish, the Board of Health 
may cause the responsible person in accordance with the pro- 
visions of subsection 10.8 and 10:9 inclusive of Section 10 
of these minimum standards to put the dwelling or dwelling 
unit in a cleanly condition. 

8.5 When a wall or ceiling within a dwelling has deteriora- 
ted so as to provide a harborage for rodents or verming the 
Board of Health may order the owner to make the necessary 
repairs. Nothing in this standard shall be so construed as 
to place upon the non-resident owner responsibilities for 
cleanliness contained in Section 10 of these minimum stand- 
ards. 

8.6 Every water closet compartment floor and bathroom floor 
shall be constructed and maintained so as to be reasonably 
impervious to water and so as to permit such floor to be 
kept in a clean and sanitary condition. 

Section 9 - SPACE, USE AND OCCUPANCY 

9. ve ain at least 100 square 
feet of floor space for the first occupant thereof and at 
least 60 additional square feet of floor space for every ad- 
ditional occupant thereof, the floor space to be calculated 
on the basis of the total nabitable room area. 

9.2 Every room used for sleeping purpose shall have at least 
50 square feet of floor space per person. Children under one 
year of age shall be deemed one-half person. 

9.3 No sleeping room shall be occupied by more than two a- 
dults except that one child under five years of age, in ad- 
dition to two adults may be permitted, and except that rooms 
occupied by persons of the same sex or by children under 
seven years of age may be occupied by moré than two persons 
where space permits, 

9.4 At least one-half of the floor area of every habitable 
room shall have a ceiling height of at least six feet, eight 
inches and no floor area shall be counted if the height is 
less than five feet. 

9.5 No room in a dwelling may be used for sleeping if the 
floor level of the room is lower than three and one-half 
feet below the average grade of the ground adjacent to and 
and within 15 feet of the exterior walls of the room. 

9.6 A room located below the level of the round but with 
the floor level less than three and one-half feet below the 
average grade of the ground adjacent to and within 15 feet 
of the exterior walls of the room may be used for sleeping 
upon the writtan permission of the Board of Health and pra 
vided that the walls and floor thereof in contact with the 
earth have been damp-proofed in accordance with a method ap- 
proved by the Board of Health; and provided that the windows 
a are at least 15 feet from the nearest building or 
wall, 

9.7 No temporary housing shall be used without the written 
permission of the Board of Health. 

Section 10 - RESPONSIBILITIES OF OWNERS AND OCCUPANTS, MUN- 
ICIPAL WATER, AND ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANIES 

10.1 No owner, operator tenant, or occupant shall cause any 
service, facility, equipment or utility which is required 
under these minimum standards to be remved from or shut off 
from or discontinued from any occupied dwelling lot or oc- 
cupied by him, except for such temporary interruption as may 
be necessary while actual repairs or alteratibns are in pro- 
cess or during temporary emergencies. In the event that any 
service or utility which the owner or operator has agreed to 
supply is discontinued, the owner or operator shall take 
immediate steps to cause the restoration of such service or 
utility. 

10.2 The municipal water department shall notify the Board 
of Health in writing prior to the discontinuance of water 
service to any occupied dwelling. No such notice shall be 
required for temporary interruptions of such service for re- 
pairs, alterations, installations or conre tions or emer- 
gencies, 

10.3 Electrical service to occupied dwellings served by in- 
dividual water supplies and electrical pumps shall not be 
discontinued without prior notification to the Board of 
Health in writing. 

No such notice shall be required for temporary interrup- 
tions for repairs, alterations, installations, conne: tions 
or emergencies. - 

10.4 The owner of a dwelling located in an area found by the 
Board of Health to be infested by rats, insects or other 
vermin shall carry out such rat stoppage, vermin proofing or 
other means of preventing or remedying such infestations of 
said dwelling as may be required by the Board of Health. 
10.5 No owner shall occupy or let to an occupant any vacant 
dwelling unit unless it is clean and sanitary. 

1.6 It shall be the responsibilitv of the owner: 
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(a) to provide and maintain premises free of all nuisances 
hazardous to the health and safety of the occupants or 
the public; and, 

(b) to keep each dwelling and all parts thereof in good re- 
pair and structurally sound. 

10.7 It shall be the further responsibility of the owner to 

comply with the following sections and subsections of these 

standards: 
Subsection 4.1 to 4.8 inalusive of Section 4: and, 
Subsection 6.1 to 6.4 inclusive of Section 6: and, 
Subsection 7.1 to 7.8 inclusive of section 7. 

10.8 It shall be the responsibility of the tenant or lessee: 

(a) to maintain the premise free of all nuisances hazardous 
to the health and safety of the occupants and public;and 

(b) to keep in a clean and sanitary condition that part of a 

dwellins which he occupies and controls, including floors 

and floor coverin;:s, walls, and ceilings; and, 

to supply rubbish barrels sufficient to hold all accum- 

ulations of rubbish between collection days and to dis- 

pose of all his rubbish in a clean and sanitary manner, 


(c 


(d) to keep all plumbing fixtures in a clean sanitary con- 
dition and to exercise reasonable care in their proper 
use and operation; and, 

(e) to supply garbage disposal equipment and/or a garbage 


storage container of not less than 10 vallon capacity 

and to dispose of all of his garbage in a clean and san- 

itary manner.

Section 11 - PENALTY, CONFLICT, PARTIAL INVALIDITY, VARIANCE

TT. T-any-person who shall violate any provision of these re- 
gulations shall upon conviction be punished by a fine of not 
less than $10.00 nor more than $50 for each day of viola- 
tion in accordance with authorization contained in Chapter 
111 Amended, of the General Laws of the ‘Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Each day's failure to comply with any provi- 
sion shall constitute a separate violation, The penalties 
provided for above shall not affect the rights of the enfor- 
cing authority to proceed under any other remedy or remedies 
available to it, but shall be in addition thereto.
